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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to the applicant's arugment that the 
meaning of "substantially" is clear for the skill artisan to understand what is the intended scope of the claim in light of the specification at 
page 1 0, lines 2-6, the examiner recognizes that the meanings of the claims should be clear from the wording of the claim alone. Unlike 
the applicant's argument, the skilled artisan would not be understood what is the requisite degree of "does not substantially increase...". 

In response to the applicant's argument that Liao fails to teach a method wherein the increased eNOS activity is achieved by the 
administration of the instant compound in a patient suffering from a lung proliferative disorder, the examiner recognizes that anticipation 
under 35 (JSC 102 is an essentially irrebuttable question of fact, wherein the court stated that anticipation "cannot be overcome by 
evidence of unexpected results or teachings away in the art". In the instant case, the administration of same compound (i.e., simvastatin) 
to same treatment population (e.g., patient having pulmonary hypertension), in overlapping dosage amount, inherently possessing the 
therapeutic effect for the same ultimate purpose as disclosed by the applicant anticipates the claimed invention even absent explicit 
recitation of underlying mechanism. 

Continuation of 13. Other: Acknowledgment is made of applicant's voluntary restriction of the instant invention to Group l-V (Bottom of 
the page 6 to para. 2 of page 7). Unlike the applicant's reasoning, the examiner does not consider that Inventions are unrelated since the 
subject matters of the invention are co-extensive in nature ant the search of the subject matter in one group would reveal the subject of 
the other groups. 
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
